Louisville for Lexington will be 
retained. The next train, which 
now leaves at 7:40 a. m. will h ave

C. local stations at Lexington. 

Under the new arrangement there 
will be four trains daily without 
change between Louisville and 
Lexington in each direction and two 
trains dally, without change, be- 
tween Louisville and Danville in 
each direction. 

The track between Harrodsburg 
and Danville has been used by the 
freight tralllc for several weeks, 
but it was thought best not to run 
passenger trains over it until it had 
been settled finally and firmly.
